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Synod II proclaimed open

It was a most historic weekend for the People 
of God in the 37-year-old San Diego diocese. 
Bishop Leo T. Maher called on them. to discover 
anew — in the light of the Second Vatican Council 
— what the Church means to them and what they 
mean to the Church. 

The mandate came as Bishop Maher officially 
proclaimed the Second Diocesan Synod at 
Masses in the northern, southern and eastern 
parts of the four-county sprawling diocese of 
36,000 square miles. 


“ACCORDING TO canon law and decrees of 
Vatican II, I as Bishop of San Diego formally call 
and open this day the Second Synod of the 
Diocese of San Diego,”’ he said at each of the 
three Masses. 

“T ask for priests, sisters and laity to give full 
participation in the programs of the Synod and 
ask their prayers for the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit on the Synod.” 

In inviting all — especially the laity — to have 
amore active voice in the Church, Bishop Maher. 
was, in effect, asking them what they can do for 
the Church — not what the Church can do for. 
them. And it was the first time lay people were 
being asked to participate directly in Church 
concerns and guidelines. : 


\PENING SYNOD Masses were con- 
celebrated before packed congregations in St. 
Catherine’s Church, Riverside, on Saturday; St. 
Joseph’s Cathedral, San Diego, Sunday, and Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, Calexico, Monday. 

Concelebrating at each opening Mass with 
Bishop Maher were Father Phillip Straling, 
Synod executive secretary, and deans, pastors 
and other priests of each area. 

Prayers of the Faithful in English and Spanish, 
and offertory processions were symbolic of the 
work of the Synod’s 14 commissions. 


IN RIVERSIDE, >a multi-colored cloth 
represented the minority ethnic and racial 
groups commission — symbolic of the Church’s 
unity in diversity of people. A stack of Southern 
Cross newspapers represented communications. 

The opening also was heralded by choirs and 
trumpets and featured the Prayer of St. Francis 
and the Magnificat, while congregations joined 
in traditional and contemporary hymns. 

Bishop Maher told each congregation the 
Synod will enable priests, religious and laity ‘‘to 
join in a common effort to find how best to 
preach the Word of God, how the sacraments can 
most profitably be distributed to our people and 
how they can be strengthened in the faith.” 


HE ALSO PLACED the Synod under ‘‘the 
protecting aegis of Mary, Mother of the Church.”’ 
A distant Synod goal, he said ‘‘is to prepare for 
the union of all Christians in one body to the end 
that the will of Christ, who offered himself in

: The unknown God : 

On a visit to Athens, St. Paul observed one pagan altar that 
had been erected “to the unknown god.”’ He began his 
preaching by complimenting them for being ‘‘a religious 

people” and then cited that altar as his springboard for 
talking about Christ. 

Now — please, don’t misunderstand me — I am clearly 
aware that there is a radical difference between a healthy 
Christian devotion to the saints, and the pagan worship of 
many gods. I sometimes fear, however, that today’s annual 
feast of ‘‘All Saints” could easily be misunderstood as a 
“Feast of the Unknown Saints,”’ designated just to be on the 
safe side with the heavenly spirits. 

And I don’t think that is a very healthy Christian meaning. 
Maybe that is why current religious education materials 
place less emphasis on the saints, while trying to develop a 
“saintly” or “holy” relationship between Christ and us. 

But perhaps religious educators — preachers, teachers, 
parents, etc. — could use today’s feast as their springboard 
for a lesson or reflection on the nature of grace and sanctity. 

If it really is a loving relationship with God and today is All 
Saints’ Day, then today should be Our Feast Day. And that 
should avoid the confusion, because we can all be unknown 
saints; none of us qualifies for “unknown God.”’

The Catholic voice will be 
heard more clearly on 
political and legislative 
issues here. A diocesan 
Central Christian Awareness 
Committee has been set up 
for the first time. 

The committee, sponsored 
by Bishop Maher and the 
Priests’ and Sisters’ Senates, 
will keep Catholics in- 
formed, and encourage them 
to act on social, political and 
related fields. 


FATHER JOHN T. Quinn, 
assistant chancellor, is 
moderator. Members in- 
clude lawyers, doctors and 
other professional, business 
and other lay men and 
women and priests. 

In announcing its for- 
mation, Bishop Maher called 
for similar committees on 
the parish level with the 


same ' diversified mem- 
bership. : 

“This can be done ef- 
fectively within the 
machinery of the Diocesan 
Synod, and through parish 
councils,’’ he said. ‘‘In those 
parishes without parish 
councils, it will be the 
pastor’s responsibility to set 
up such a committee.” 


PASTORS HAVE been 
asked to submit names of 
those working on awareness 
committees to the Diocesan 
Office by Nov. 15. Parish 
cooperation is stressed since 
it is hoped to ‘“‘generate a 
significant amount of input 
that will be heard on all 
levels of political 
organizations.” 

‘‘An awareness of political 
activities will be an integral 
part of discussions by the 
synod’s social action com- 
mission,’”’ the bishop said. 


Priests urge 70 as 
age for retirement

REDLANDS — Mandatory 
retirement for pastors was 
debated at length at the last 
meeting of ‘the Senate of 
Priests at El Carmelo 
Retreat House. Although no 
final agreement was: found 
for compulsory retirement, 
the senators passed a 
resolution that priests should 
be ‘‘recommended to retire 
from administrative work” 
at the age of 70. 

The resolution, passed 14 
to 2, followed debate in which 
it was pointed out that a 
mandatory ruling would be 
inequitable, particularly if 
implemented without  suf- 
ficient notice. It was stated 
that older priests would not 
have had the opportunity. to 
secure themselves finan- 
cially for such retirement. 


SENATORS pointed out 
that retirement is a com- 


paritively .new . concept. for . 


priests and while younger 


. men have years to prepare 


for that status; older priests 
may not yet be acclimatized 
to the idea. 

On the report of the 
materialities committee by 
its chairman, Father Jerry 
Sims, the senate passed a 
resolution calling for 
changes in the diocesan 
method of raising regular 
revenue. The resolution 
suggested that at the end of 
the 1974 Stewardship 
program the current 14 per 
cent tax on parishes should 
be replaced with a graduated 
tax on parishes. It also 
called for a_ business 
manager to set up and run 
the program, with a,complete 
CPA audit. 

DISCUSSION ranged over 
subsidies for small parishes, 
church administration 
generally and the whole 
future of diocesan funding. 
The resolution was passed 
unanimously. . ‘

“After the Synod has com- 
pleted its task, a Parish 
Christian Awareness 
Committee can continue to 
function in each church.”

at national, state, county and 
local levels. 


PASTORS ARE asked to 
keep the diocesan committee 
informed of local issues of 
concern to Catholics. 

“The committee will 
study, analyze and digest 
these issues in the light of 
Judeo-Christian tradition, 
disseminate views on these 
to. parishes, — schools, 
organizations, the media and 
the people within the diocese 
and encourage Catholic and 
public support or denun- 
ciations of particular 
measures,’ Bishop Maher 
said. 


Soon after it was formed 
the committee sent a letter 
to Sen. James Eastland, 
chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, 
Washington, D.C., reaf- 
firming the  diocese’s 
commitment against 
abortion as “‘legally and 
morally wrong.” 


SEN. EASTLAND’S 
committee has two con- 
stitutional amendments 
before it protecting the 
unborn.- In urging the 
senator and his panel to 


’ support and continue public 


hearings on the amend- 
ments, the diocesan com- 
mittee said: 


“We affirm that the right 
of an unborn to life tran- 
scends legal and _ con- 
stitutional issues including 
the right to privacy and 
involves fundamental 
questions of individual and 
social morality. 

‘“‘We believe the only 
viable means to correct the 
disastrous legal situation 
created by the Supreme 
Court’s ruling on abortion is 
by a constitutional amend- 
ment recognizing and 
protecting the right of the 
unborn to life.”

Bishop Maher calls for letter 
writing effort against abortion

Asserting that abortion is a ‘‘symptom of 
a sick society,” Bishop Leo T. Maher has 
appealed for letters to congressmen in 
support of a pro-life constitutional amend- 
ment. 

“Now is the time to write,’ he said in a 


message to be read at Masses and printed in . 


parish bulletins. 


“LEGISLATIVE hearings are now being 
conducted. These offer you an opportunity to 
make your will known to your elected 
representatives on this important moral 


_ question.” 


Two amendments are being considered by 
the Senate Judiciary Committee. The 
“Human Rights Amendment’ provides 
constitutional protection for the unborn 
from conception. The ‘‘States Rights 
Amendment” says nothing shall impede a 
state from passing laws protecting the 
unborn, aged and dependent. 

Warning that a society which shows no 
respect for human life ‘‘is doomed,’ Bishop 
Maher condemned abortion as “an evil, a 
drama of unhappiness and a human 
failure. 


“HOW IS IT, WE must ask ourselves, that 
persons have achieved elective office who 
openly stand for abortion? Why have such 
men been selected to chart our nation’s 
destiny? 

“All of us must be more alert. We need to 
realize that the main problem is not abortion 
or euthansia. These are merely symptoms 
of a sick society. Americans today are too 
materialistic. Values and persons are 
manipulated for profit and self-interest.” 

How can we, he asked, expect Americans 
to ‘exercise restraint with regard to ie 
unborn or the mentally ill if they are rot 
expected to do so in other areas of life? 


“RESPECT FOR human life demands a 
change of emphasis in our lives. Men and 
women of faith and virtue have the power to 
attract others in a compelling way — the ° 


_ way that only goodness of life can engender.” 


This is the great argument to promote 
respect for human life.”

Saved by the pulper 


With the Diocesan Synod now officially underway, 
opened by Bishop Maher in three regional ceremonies 
last weekend, the tight situation over synod com- 
mission reports can now be told. : 

Father Phillip Straling, executive secretary of the 
Synod Board, who has been directing the whole synod 
operation, found that the paper shortage which has 
been affecting Southern Cross and other papers, 
threatened to jeopardize the publication of synod 
commission reports, No paper, said our printers. 

But help came in the shape of a good Catholic 
connection and recycled-paper. Art Nielsen, general 
manager of Garden State Fiber Company in Pomona, 
is in the recycling business. He managed, at short 
notice, to obtain an allocation of paper for this special 
synod printing at a time when other sources of supply 
had dried up. (See photo page 11) 

So the reports, several to a booklet, are now being 
made available for speak-up sessions in the parishes, 
on recycled paper. 


What a waste 


More than half the solid waste from each family 
here is in the form of paper, Nielsen tells me. Food and 
garbage accounts for ‘‘only” 14 per cent, metal 9 per 
cent, plastics 1 per cent, glass 9 per cent and wood 4 
per cent. And if each of our families saved the paper 
every day, it would amount to a ton a year per family. 

Now what couldn’t our churches and Catholic 
organizations do with the value of that paper at about 
$20 a ton? And what an economy in paper and an 
example to some of our less thrifty friends ... if we 
saved the paper we now discard. 


_ A parish with 1,000 families could produce $20,000 a © 


year from waste paper — better than most annual 
fiestas and other fund raising events. Or.if the parish 
doesn’t want the money there’s always a charitable 
organization, like St. Vincent de Paul, which could 
use the paper or the proceeds. 

I’m told the Japanese are buying up all the waste 
paper they can lay their hands on, at a price higher 


than the local pulpers can offer. But if you send it to 


Japan it doesn’t come back as paper for us to use, and 
really doesn’t help our local supplies. 

Maybe we’ve reached the’ stage when Christian 
witness might also mean bringing all our solid waste 
to Church on Sunday and filling bins with paper, 
aluminum, bottles and so on. 


Proposition 1 


There’s a problem in Proposition 1. Who do you 
believe? Allowing for politicians to state the facts as 
they see them, and allowing for them to be reasonably 
honest men and women, we have to peruse the 
evidence and decide how to vote next week. 

Proposition 1, you may recall, is Governor Reagan’s 
great plan for saving the taxpayers from being 
forever fleeced to pay for greater and greater state

expenditure. A noble cause indeed. He promises that it 
would reduce government spending by nearly 20 per 
cent over 15 years and permanently limit the share of 
personal income the state government could spend. It 
would, he says, also cut state income tax by 7.5 per 
cent. 

That is only a brief statement of the pros. What 
about the cons? 

The opponents say there is nothing in Prop. 1 to limit 
taxes. They also say that the 7.5 per cent tax credit in 
the initiative means an annual saving of about $10 for 
the average family, but the ‘“untypical’’ $100,000 a 
year family will save $560. 

Opponents also warn that any state saving in ex- 
penditures brought about by the limit proposed, would 
undoubtedly hit hardest on those least able to afford it 
— those on welfare, involved if education and so on. In 
short, they claim the proposition helps the rich and 
hits the poor. 

Prop. 1 and the way we vote really comes down to 
the basic element of truth, which, admittedly, is at a 


premium in politics. If you believe the governor and. 


his friends, you will vote for Prop. 1. If you believe the 
opposition, you will not. It is difficult to arrive at the 
truth. As for me, I will vote against it. I don’t believe 
any government can make a commitment to long- 
term reduction in spending. That government doesn’t 
exist. 


Happy medium? 


The Times of London, probably the most prestigious 
daily newspaper in the world, recently found itself 
right in the middle. Both the Catholics and the 
Anglicans attacked it for bias. 

The Modern Churchman, a popular Anglican 
journal said the Times tended to play down Anglican 
news in favor of Catholic. Then the Clergy Review, a 
Catholic monthly, said the Times gave more attention 
to Anglican affairs than Catholic. 

The Times, whose editor, William Rees-Mogg is a 
Catholic, carries more religious news than any other 
British newspaper. Even Cardinal John Heenan has 
complained in the past of ‘‘over-exposure’’ of 
Catholicism in its columns. 

On the subject of newspaper bias, in my own ex- 
perience, the New York Times — unrelated ‘to the 
London Times — is a noticably biased medium, not in 
religious matters alone but in general news coverage. 


Welcome new birth 


Yet another lively, well produced monthly parish 
bulletin or newsletter has ‘‘hit the streets.” St. Pius X 
parish, in Chula Vista, not to be outdone by neighbors 
at St. Rose of Lima, has produced ‘‘Alive” in a bright 
yellow format and lively style. 

It comes from the communications and public 
relations committee of the parish council, under the 
guidance of editor Sister Eleanor McNally — who is 
also executive secretary of the Sisters’ Senate. 
Hopefully more parish councils with publicity and 
public relations committees will get around to this sort 
of thing — and also to help keep Southern Cross in- 
formed of parish events, 

“Alive” is published quarterly, I’m told, but 
parishioners have already paid to make it monthly. 


- Editorial 


The difficulty for most people in weighing the — 
pros and cons of Proposition 1 on the Nov. 6 
ballot is that of political credibility. 

We are suffering from an overdose of political 
moral inadequacy, exemplified principally by 
Watergate and the Agnew business. The credi- 
bility gap among all politicians, in the public 
mind, is such that it is almost too wide at this 
moment to negotiate. 

For this reason the arguments propounded for 
and against Proposition 1, aimed at so-called 
tax reform, become more than usually suspect. 
Can we believe Governor Reagan’s eloquence 
against that of opponents to the measure? Can 
we accept the facts presented by one side as 
truthful when weighed against the contrary 
opinion? 

This is areal dilemma for the people of California 
who, like all taxpayers, long for the day when 
true reform of our tax levies will bring relief 
where it is due and draw from those who can 
most afford it. 

Proposition 1 looks, on the surface, attractive, 
because it claims to limit the spending power 
of the state. But, as its opponents point out 
there is some “fools gold” hidden in the pack- 
age and the taxpayer may well find himself 
worse off, along with the most needy of state 
help.

Vatican H: Constitution on the Church in the Modern 
World 


In the Gospel according to St. John, 
the Evangelist lays out the process for 


becoming a disciple in Chapter 1, 


verses 35 to 51. Here he shows the 
normal development of Christian 
discipleship through the titles that he 
gives to Jesus. 


In verse 38 Jesus turns to see two 
following him. He asks, ‘‘What are you 
looking for?’? They in turn address 
Jesus as ‘‘teacher”’ and ask him where 
he stays. Jesus responds with: “Come 
and see.”’ A few verses later Andrew 
tells his brother, Simon, that they have 
found the ‘‘Messiah.”’ 


Jesus then came upon Philip and said 
to him, ‘Follow me.” Philip, in turn, 
sought out Nathanael in order to 
recommend the one of whom the 
prophets and the law had spoken. 
Nathanael calls Jesus the “Son of God,” 
but Jesus himself adjusts the title to 
“Son of Man.” 


These titles: teacher, Messiah, Son of 
God, and Son of Man lay out the process 
for growth in discipleship. First, we 


recognize Christ as a teacher. This is 
an intellectual process. We see Jesus as 
a good person laying out a standard of 
conduct worthy of imitation insofar as 
we understand and agree with him. 
That is the first step in discipleship. 


Secondly, we see Jesus as the 
Messiah, one sent specifically to us by 
God, and, thus, able to demand 
obedience because he is calling us from 
above. This call is recognized because 
it fulfills the law and the prophets. 


By their willingness to obey God they 
are enabled to recognize Jesus in his 
relationship to God, and thus treat him 
with reverence. God himself, however, 
introduces us into a more intimate 
relation which is signified by the title, 
Son of Man. As Son of Man God has 
become one of us so that we might be 
one with him.

The stark reality 


As women will, we were talking 
about ... idealism and reality, and 
what we may realistically expect of 
ourselves and others. 

We make an unnatural separation, I 
think, equating with “reality” the 
common, limited and readily accepted 
circumstance of life, and dismissing as 
“idealistic,” the longing to transcend 
that circumstance and breach new 
frontiers.! 

BUT THE DESIRE to reach beyond 
the possibilities of our limited 
existence is intrinsic to the human 
condition. To grow, to progress, to 
develop, man must have an ideal — a 
vision to work towards. 

The understanding and expectation 
of What we may become and achieve 
and experience is necessary before we 
are moved to seek that fulfillment. We 
do not break barriers without first 
reaching an intelligent recognition of 
the feasibility of both meeting and 
breaking them. 

We do not breach the frontiers of our 
own conscious being until we become 
aware of the possibility of depths, 
heights and freedoms as yet un- 
plumbed within us. Nor do we step 
forth boldly to explore the incredible 
‘potential of human spirituality, and the 
wonderment of relationship with God 
and man, without first forming the 
intellectual conviction of our human 
necessity for transcendence. 

IN THIS PRACTICAL, scientific age, 
the conquest of outer space with its 
transcendence of atmospheric and 
gravitational barriers, its 
breakthrough to new frontiers, new 
discoveries, new freedoms, becomes 
symbolic of our own longing to reach 
beyond ourselves to other wonders, 
other glories. 

But for the most part, we do not 
admit this of ourselves. We do not 
identify ourselves as prime movers on 
the sea of discovery. ‘‘One affliction, 
common to all men but especially acute 
in our stage of history is the nagging 
doubt that our existence makes any 
difference,’ Father William Fulco, 
SJ, writes in his reflection on St. John, 
Maranatha. 

“The conspiracy of war and a 
general contempt for life forces an 
anonymity into our lives which 
gradually eats away our existence as 


individuals,’’ he says. We are forced to 
mute the voice within which urges us to 
recognize a personal, unique and 
transcendent potential, because ‘‘in 
face of the facts, it seems a cry of 
madness, an unrealistic and un- 
fulfillable illusion.”’ 


THIS MAY BE especially true of 
Christian leadership and the im- 
perative that each person acknowledge 
in himself the challenge to love, to seek 
personal encounter and personal 
covenant with God, and integrate this 
relationship into every aspect of his 
life. 

This, they tell me, is too much to ask 
of people. It is too idealistic. But surely, 
this is reality — the only true reality? 
Was Christ, by the same token, too 
idealistic? : 

Or was he a man who saw clearly and 
wholly realistically what man is and 
must do to become what God needs him 
to be — what he himself needs to 
become if he is to find fulfillment and 
bring himself and the world to per- 
fection? 


YOU HAVE TO. TAKE into con- 
sideration human nature, they say. But 
human nature is the context of Christ. 
And human nature comes to its full 
potential only in the context of loving — 
of daring to love as Christ loved, in 
oneness with God. In contact with God. 
Of daring to demand total dedication of 
ourselves and others. 

If we think it too idealistic to pursue 
Christ’s vision seriously, urgently and 
practically in our lives — if we think it 
too idealistic to expect to induce or 
introduce an anticipation of this union 
to others — perhaps our opinion of 
ourselves and mankind is too limited. 

We are after all, manifestations of 
God’s unlimited love. If we exist, we 
exist with the full potential of tran- 
secendent love..-And endemic to our 
existence is the mandate to move 
steadily, in faith and trust, towards the 
realization of that potential. 

This is human reality. And if our 
experience of transcendent love falls 
pitifully short of the mark, it points toa 
proportionate paucity of belief that 
such experience is possible. 


CHRIST SAID ‘‘Believe and it shall 
be done for you.” This is not idealism. 
It is stark reality. 


Big jump in diocesan tax bill

As county offices send out 
their annual real estate tax 
bills, the San Diego diocese 
reports it paid $262,767 in 
property taxes last year — 
up $60,000 from 1971. 

Total includes diocesan 
and parish property and is 
compiled from local church 
returns, except for five not 
yet available. These would 
add several thousands to the 
total. 


MUCH CHURCH property 


is not tax exempt. As a 
general rule all church- 
owned property is subject to 
taxation unless specifically 
used for worship. 

For example, taxes are 
paid on rectories, non- 
exempt convents, church 
parking lots shared with 
commercial firms and land 
held for future development. 


If the diocese owned 
commercial enterprises, 
such as wineries — which it 
does not — these also would 
be taxed.

but equally it is not to put it off, to avoid it, at all costs. It 
is to claim with confidence that death can be faced, mastered 
and transfigured.

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The many faces of 


Real grief is like the intruder who 
creeps in while we sleep. Somehow we 
are never prepared. Frequently we 
even have difficulty recognizing what it 
is that assails us. 

Sadness, sorrow and regret may be 
familiar to us, but the shock, the pain, 
the sudden anger and sense of outrage, 
the all-too-frequent feelings of guilt — 
which are part of grief — take us 
unawares. 


In times of personal bereavement 
there is always the public aspect to add 
its tension and demands. Our reactions 
are put under scrutiny and, short of 
shutting the door on the world, there is 
no way of escaping exposure. 


THE DEEPER the feelings, the 
more difficult it is to reconcile them 
with our experience. We have no 
precedent to consult, only inner turmoil 
and the terrible vacuum of loss. We do 
not know how to react or how to act. 

No one who has never known the loss 
of someone close to him can appreciate 
the effect of such bereavement. It is an 
authentic experience of death — a part 
of us dies with the other. 

There is no way to communicate that 
inner death and because we must go 
through the motions of living although 
our essential being seems also to have 
died, we act strangely, awkwardly, and 
people misunderstand. 


“J COULD NOT understand how 
people could go on living when he was 
dead,”’ a woman said of her reaction at 
the death of a child. ‘‘I wanted to cry 
out ‘What are you doing walking 
around, doing these senseless things 


Out of sight 


I am standing upon the 
seashore. A ship at my side 
spreads her white sails to 
the morning breeze and 
starts for the blue ocean. 


She is an object of 
beauty and strength and I 
stand and watch her until 
at length she hangs like a 
speck of white cloud just 
where the sea and sky 
come down to mingle with 
each other.

... don’t you know the world has 
stopped?’ ”’ 

Someone who is vital to our living 
dies, but life goes on. People must eat 
and sleep and work and it is difficult to 
allow them to do so without a sense of 
outrage that they should require it. 

There is no time when understanding 
and a refusal to judge on appearances 
is more important. The most 
meaningful help we can offer the grief- 
stricken person is to be available and 
open to him — to allow him to work 
through his feelings, whether they are 
rational or irrational. 


IF WE TOLERATE their anger, 
their outrage — whether it is directed 
at us, at others or at God — we are 
helping them take a step towards ac- 
ceptance and reconciliation. 

If we blame them for ventilating 
their anti-social or irrational thoughts, 
we are ourselves to blame for adding to 
and prolonging their grief, and the 
shame and guilt which may often lead 
to physical and emotional ill health. 

There are no words we can say to 
ease the pain. There is no way we can 
lessen the grief, except to help its 
expression — even to taking the brunt 
and letting it break over us. 


BUT WE CAN reserve judgment, we 
can accept behavior we do not un- 
derstand. Finally whatever the ap- 
pearances, we must respect the 
presence of grief, visible or not; and be 
prepared to respond when and if a hand 
reaches out to us. 

The faces of grief are often shocking 
to our conventional expectations, but 
then — so is death itself. 
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The last step — and the first

We are so awkward and inadequate 
in the face of death, one might think it 
an uncommon occurrence. Yet not one 
of us is unaware that death is our 
common lot. 

We tend to treat death like some form 


of obscenity, preferably not mentioned - 


in polite society or in the hearing of 
ladies and children. 


DEATH, IN WHATEVER form it 
appears, finds us almost wholly un- 
prepared. Nothing seems to alleviate 
that initial shock. A long illness may 
sometimes warn us of impending loss, 
but the terrible vacuum where once a 
vital personality existed brings its 
inevitable impact. 

Maybe it is this vacuum, this abrupt 
termination of a life we -have known 
and — hopefully — loved, that frightens 
us. Even if it may be a release from an 
intolerable situation, when we should 
rejoice rather than weep, the awful fact 
of death stuns us. 


THE WHOLE MYSTERY of life is so 
beyond comprehension, it is not sur- 
prising we are as nonplussed by the end 
— as by the beginning. 

What mother is not fascinated and 
awed by the new life of her child — the 
incredibly whole personality? The long 
months of pregnancy are never suf- 
ficient preparation for the miracle of 
birth. 

How can we not rejoice at the 
beginning of life? How can we not 
grieve at its ending? It would be the 
most utterly depressing aspect of 
existence — if there had never been a 
resurrection, if we did not believe in the 
immortality of our essential being. 


IT IS HUMAN nature to fear the 
unknown and recoil from the un- 
familiar. ‘“‘Take your fears out of 
storage and look at them,” 
psychologists urge us. 

However bravely we may talk, death 
is one of our fears. Take it out and look 
at it, and- what do we find? The 
inevitable consequence of living. The 
inescapable end of human life. 

That alone cries for acceptance and 
adjustment. But there is more, much 
more. It is also the climax of life. The 
point of transcendence — the final 
moment of truth, of self-realization. 


THERE IS SUCH BEAUTY in death. 
Even when it comes clothed in tragedy, 
there is something incredibly beautiful 
in the release of the spirit — from the 
mistakes and confusion of our lives. 

It is the last phase of our personal 
evolution, the last step we may take in 
our physical condition — the first into 
the spiritual. 

Like children taking that initial step 
from the security of a mother’s 
familiar arms, we cling to life as to her 
embrace. The prospect of stumbling 


alone into the untried is terrifying. 


BUT EVERY CHILD does take that 
first step. On trust, with faith in our 
care and love for him, our child steps 
into life and finds a freedom and 
mobility he never dreamed of. 

Like children, we tremble on the 
brink of eternity — or tremble to find 
another there — with so little faith in 
Our Father’s love and care for us! 

Knowing what we know — believing 
the Christian message — how do we 
dare to cringe from death? Oh, we of 
little faith! We should thank God, 
fasting for every life that finds its 
omega, and for every soul who reaches 
his destiny. 


TRUE, WE MAY NOT follow those 
we love into their death, but assuredly, 
one day we will. As sure as life is. As 
sure as God is.

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Telling a child the truth 


When someone whom he has known 
and loved dies, a child should be told of 
the death by a person close to him. 
Children must be told the truth, and 
helped to distinguish the real from the 
“‘pretend.”’ 

They have built-in “‘lie detectors”’ 
and deceptive parents or friends may 
diminish the respect children place in 
adults. They should always be allowed 
to express their grief. It is natural 
Otherwise they are deprived of he 
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life without tha 

Proper mental saith ‘iébonds on the 
acknowledgement of tragedy, not its 
denial. Parents often imagine it as a 
kindness to keep children away from 


the funeral. Recognized authorities 
have come to agree that it is not only 
good but should be encouraged to in- 
clude the child as part of the family 
unit in the services. 


THE CHILD HAS the same rights as 


any other member of the family to 
attend the funeral, to show his feelings 
and share the experience of sorrow. To 
prevent him might be damaging to his 
personal security. At this very 
emotional time, a sense of ‘‘belonging”’ 
is of utmost importance to the child. 
Put him at ease by describing what is 
about to be done and permit him to 
freely react and verbalize his feelings.

Death is not as private a matter as most of 
us think. It is an event in the life of the 
community to which we belong, and we can 
find its true meaning only in reflection on 
the Word-of our creator. 

Not only is it common courtesy to include 
the priest in arrangements which include his 
considerable involvement, it diminishes the 
possibility of error and irritating “hitches” 
in procedure. 

FUNERAL DIRECTORS will contact the 
priest if they are called first, to confirm or 
inform him of times and places of services, 
but it is the responsibility of the family to 
call him directly.

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What about funeral costs 


Four distinct and separate categories of 
charges make up the cost of a funeral. 


— Those which specifically involve the 
funeral director, his professional services 
and his staff; the use of facilities and 
equipment he has available; the casket and 
vault selected. : 

— Those dealing with disposition of the 
body. If interred, there is the cost of the 
grave and charge for opening and closing. If 
cremated, there is the actual cremation 
charge plus the cost of an urn. 

— A monument or marker for the grave or 
niche (in the case of cremation). 


— Miscellaneous expenses such as 
flowers, newspaper death notices, ad- 
ditional limousines, burial clothing and out- 
of-town transportation of the body. 

Recent surveys of funeral directors in- 
dicate that the average regular funeral 
costs in the United States are approximately 
$926 for an adult. 


OF ALL FUNERAL services selected, 18 
per cent were priced up to $199 (mostly 
children, charity, welfare and_ service 
calls). The remaining funeral services 
ranged from $200 to over $2,000. 

These figures do not include the vault, 
cemetery or crematorium expenses, 
monuments, or miscellaneous items such as 
an honorarium for the priest, flowers, ad- 
ditional transportation charges, burial 
clothing or newspaper notices. 

Families choose the casket to be used as 
part of the funeral they desire from a 
selection displayed by the funeral director. 
The funeral director’s total charge includes 
the casket and compensation for the ser- 


| What your funeral 
director needs to know 


To complete the extensive documentation 
and obtain the necessary certificates, the 
funeral director needs specific information. 

When you contact him, make sure that you 
have available the name, marital status, 
birthdate and birth place of the deceased. 

HIS SOCIAL Security number, citizen- 
ship, occupation will be required and, if an 
immigrant, the port and date of entry into 
this country, and the date of entry into the 
state and city. 

His parents’ names and birthplaces, and 
the name, birthplace and occupation of the 
spouse must also be furnished. Most funeral 
homes supply forms on which all necessary 
information may be recorded, including 
location of the will and insurance policies. 

The names and addresses of those 
selected to be. pallbearers are also 
necessary. 


vices he renders and the use of facilities 
provided. 


FOR EARTH BURIAL, protection against 
the elements is provided by an outside en- 
closure or burial vault. Made of concrete, 
steel, fiberglass or copper, they range in 
price from about $150.00, and are generally 
sold through funeral directors. 

Many cemeteries employ a sectional 
concrete box which sells for about $75.00 or 
more. Where a wooden box is permitted, the 
cost is about $30. 

Interment or cremation costs are ad- 
ditional to those paid to the funeral director. 
In most cemeteries grave space ranges 
from about $75 to $350. Costs of opening and 
closing the grave run from approximately 
$45 to $150. Indoor crypts start at $600 and 
outside crypts at about $350. 


CREMATION COSTS run from $35 to $100 
while urns to hold the remains run from $50 


to over $250 for a single burial. Where niches — 


are purchased to hold several urns the price 
may.exceed $750. 

Although most monuments or markers 
are purchased from monument dealers, 
some are bought from cemeteries and some 
funeral directors will sell them if requested. 

The cost of markers or monuments varies 
considerably, depending on size, material 
and design, but stone monuments start at 


about $60, with prices for bronze ranging _ 


from $75 to $300. 


MISCELLANEOUS expenses, because 
most involve the discretion of the family, 
must be dealt with individually. 

When a family decides on the kind of 


- service desired the funeral director should 


provide a memorandum or agreement for 
the family to approve and sign. 


It should show the price of the service, the © 


price of each of the supplemental items of 
service, or merchandise requested and the 
amount involved for each of the items for 
which the funeral director will advance 
money as an accommodation for the family. 


Viewing 
the body 


The funeral is a rite of 
separation. It confirms the 
reality of death. This, 
psychiatrists say, is a 
necessary beginning toward 
healthy adjustment to loss: 


There are some who want 
to deny that a person has 
died and that such a person’s 
life on earth has ended. The 
presence of the body in the 
casket actualizes the fact of 
death. 


Viewing the body serves to 

‘reverse the process of denial 

while it promotes the ac- 
ceptance of reality. 


The purpose of wakes or 
calling hours is to make it 
possible for others to share 
your. sorrow, to lend you 
support and to pray with 
you. 


The funeral ... experience of value 


A funeral is a unique event 
in the life of a family. No two 
are exactly alike. Yet each is 
an experience of value, if it 
meets the different needs of 
those who mourn. 


It should also be 
remembered that the funeral 


The certificate of death - 


Your funeral director has the responsibility of seeing 
to it that all the required statistical information about the 
deceased as well as the place of interment or cremation 
is placed on the original certificate of death. 

He then in turn refers this official document to the 
deceased’s attending physician for his certification. 


This certificate now becomes a permanent record with - 


the registrar of vital statistics in the town, village, or city 


in which the death occurred. 


The registrar, for a nominal fee, will issue to you certified 
copies of the original death certificate which you and/or 
your attorney will need for estate settlement purposes. 


We picture death as coming to destroy; let us rather picture Christ as 
coming to save. 

We think of death as ending; let us rather think of life as beginning, and that 
more abundantly. 

We think of losing; let us think of gaining. 

We think of parting; let us think of meeting. 

We think of going away; let us think of arriving. 

And as the voice of death whispers ‘You must go from earth,” let us hear 
the voice of Christ saying, ‘You are but coming to me.”

THE FUNERAL is one of 
the few personal events and 
ceremonies to which none is 
invited but to which all 
should be able to come. In a 
very real way, the funeral 
not only recognizes that a 
death has occurred, but it 
also is testimony that a life 
has been lived. 

A public funeral gives the 
community a chance to offer 
its support and share the 
sorrow of the 
family of the deceased. An 
outstanding pastoral 
psychologist has written that 
“the funeral and the varied 
events that surround the 
ceremony are for those who 
live on.”’ 


FUNERAL practices 
vary. In some areas the 
greatest number of people 
pay their respects to the 
deceased and to the sur- 
vivors by attending the 
funeral service. In other 
places, the largest number 
call at the funeral home or at 
the mortuary while the body 
is lying in state. Some do 
both. 

Sometimes attendance at 
the actual funeral service is 
not possible because of the 
hour or day when it is held, 
but many people will want to 


immediate 


pay their respects during the 
so-called visitation period 
which may be referred to as, 
calling hours — visitation — 
a wake — or a shivah. 

Having the body lying in 
state with members of the 
family present encourages 
sharing the experience of 
death and mourning. It is 
gratifying both to members 
of the family and to those 
who care enough to call. 

A FUNERAL with the 
body present gives identity 
and purpose to the service. 
With the body present, a 
climate for mourning exists 
which makes the sharing of 
‘sorrow natural. Without the 
body, the expresson of 


sympathy may be forced, 
empty and unnatural for 
many people and makes the 
acceptance of death difficult 
for others.

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The Catholic philosophy of life has 
always contained a realistic attitude 
toward death. The Catholic knows that 
one of his most important tasks in life is 
to prepare well for death. A whole 
lifetime’'is spent preparing for that 
moment when we will enter into 
eternity. 

In addition to this absolutely essential 
process of spiritual preparation, there 
are some important practical details 
which must be arranged for the resting 
place of the human remains of the 
deceased. 


TRADITIONALLY, Catholics have 


arranged to have their family burial | 


place in a setting which reflects their 
Catholic faith and devotion. In order to 
assure yourself and your family that 
your burial place will be what you want, 


you should consider arranging the 


details now. 

When to select a burial place is a 
decision only you and your family can 
make because it affects only you. 

Why encourage selection now? Ex- 
perience has shown that the time of 
death can be so harried and confused 
for the bereaved that the consolations 
of the Catholic faith are sometimes lost. 
To do in timely fashion what can be 
done now — and must be done anyway 
— is simple prudence, and an act of 


solicitude and Christian charity to those 
we hold dear. 

YOU CAN STUDY carefully and 
thoughtfully the burial places which are 
available before making a choice. 

Choosing now avoids the pressure 
and confusion which often are present 


when burial arrangements are made at 


the time of death in the family. 

At the time of death there is much 
stress, and important decisions are 
often made hastily and without the time 
needed for thoughful discussion or 
proper decisions. 

MAKING YOUR family burial 
selection in advance also avoids ad- 
ditional financial hardships which can 
exist at the time of a death. Through 


- advance planning, the payment of the 


expenses connected with burial can be 
taken care of with terms which suit 
your current budget, thus avoiding the 
financial complications which usually 
exist at the time of death. 

Advance burial planning also gives 
you the opportunity to make choices of 
the type of burial place and 
memorialization which you would 
prefer after having all of the options 
explained to you by cemetery staff. 

Many cemeteries make it possible to 
pre-plan the funeral service for the 
future, also. 


Planning in advance of need 


SOME OFFER a unique plan 
whereby you may pre-plan the funeral 
for the future and earn five-and-one- 
quarter per cent interest annual on 
~funds set aside for that purpose. This 
plan is not only a good investment, but 
guards against inflation by guaran- 
teeing a future funeral service at the 
price which is selected by the individual 
today. 


Another service which has proven to 
be helpful and popular is the issuance of 
an emergency information plastic card 
which, when filled out by an individual, 
helps provide instant medical care and 
proper identification in an emergency. 


On one side, the card has personal 
information ‘such as name, address, 
telephone and the next of kin. The other 
side is devoted to the individual’s 
medical history. It provides the name 
of the family physician and his address. 


ALSO, THE BLOOD TYPE, RH 
factor, and past or current ailments 
such as diabetes, heart disease or 
hemophilia. The card also has space for 
the Social Security number and in- 
formation as to whether the holder is a 
veteran or carries hospital insurance. 

These cards may usually be obtained 
free of charge from members of 
cemetery associations. 


Selecting cemetery plot, monument, memorial 


In the brief period between death and 
burial, cemetery plots and gaves are 
sometimes purchased by a family 
without careful thought and often 
without a personal visit to the cemetery 
and later found to be inadequate or 
undesirable. 

Quite often persons buying cemetery 
plots in haste will not buy enough 
graves, or they will purchase more than 
the family will ever utilize in future 
years. To avoid mistakes and to meet 
the present and future needs of your 
family, the utmost consideration should 
be given this decision. 

WHEN PURCHASING a cemetery 
plot, first find out whether the cemetery 
meets the requirements of the family’s 
religion. 


Also determine just what’ restric- 
tions, if any, the cemetery might en- 
force in regard to the kind of outside 
burial vault to be used and the type of 
monument or memorial to be erected. 


Buying a cemetery plot for in- 


vestment purposes is considered an, 


unwise practice. The majority of 
cemeteries retain the right to repur- 
chase a plot at the original price. For 
this reason, even though the lot may 
have increased in value, there is rarely 
a profit realized by the purchaser. 


TAKE PARTICULAR care during 
the period of emotional strain to avoid 
the hasty purchase of memorials that 
are of questionable quality or are 
priced beyond your means. 


To give all cemetery plot owners 
general protection, most cemeteries 
retain the right to approve the type of 
memorial to be placed on a grave site. 
Some cemeteries have restrictions on 
size and design of memorials, while 
others require that only a flush-with- 
the-ground bronze plaque be placed. 


- After determining if any cemetery 
restrictions prevail and deciding just 
what your individual needs and desires 
are, a reputable retail monument 
dealer should be contacted. 


THE QUALITY, material, design and 
craftsmanship of a memorial you are 
going~to have erected permanently 
deserves very careful consideration. 
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Helping hands 


In many parishes small groups of parishioners are 
organized to provide meals or other help for families

on the day of the funeral, which relieves the addi- - 
tional worry of having to plan for visitors or out-of- : 


town relatives. 


Usually someone will telephone, offering their 
sympathies and asking for the number of persons to 
be catered for at the time of the funeral and how the 
food may be delivered. 


WHILE THE FUNERAL is in process, one volun- 
teer will quietly slip into the kitchen, usually 
through a back entrance. She will leave the covered 
dishes in the refrigerator or wherever has been 
stipulated — with instructions to warm if necessary 
— then as quietly leave. 

The work is done with discretion and respect. 
Often the family is not aware until they notice the 
labelled dishes that a concerned anonymous Co- 
parishioner has been about her silent task.

The paschal candle now used at all funeral 
services is symbolic of the new emphasis of the 
liturgy. The candle, signifying Christ’s resur- 
rection, is also part of the baptismal rite, re- 
minding the people that baptism implies death 
to the old, sinful life, and a rebirth to the new 
glorious life in Christ. 

This relation to baptism is seen again in the 
white pall placed over the casket as it arrives at 
the church. The prayer of welcome links this to 
the white garment used in baptism and the wel- 
come into the community of the new Christian. 


AS ONE COMMENTATOR says, “One’s Christ- 
ian life on earth ends as it began, clothed in the 
whiteness of Christ’s resurrected life.” 


ful preplanning is very important. 


THE USUAL CUSTOM of a vigil service as 
preparation for the funeral Mass and burial 
which will follow should take the form of a 
Scripture service where the teachings on death 
and new life may be presented. 

If the family exercise their option to recite 
the rosary, in preferencé to a Scripture service, 
it should be related to scriptural readings. 

Although no attempt.is made to ignore the 
very real need of the family and friends to ex- 
press their grief, the funeral service is seen as 
an opportunity to strengthen the faith of those 
bereaved, and celebrate the concept of new 
birth for the deceased. 


The new rite invites mourners to look beyond 
the natural sorrow which follows the loss of a 
loved one to the joy of a Christian’s final de- 
stiny. Death is man’s only way to full union with 
God. 

The family are expected to take an active part 
in the funeral Mass, reading from the Scripture 
and engaging in the offertory procession. Care-

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The purification of purgatory 


Prayer for the dead is a tradition 
’ of the Church. The first thing we do 
for the dead is to pray for them. 
@©) @ virtue of the union with Christ 
which constitutes the Church, the 
Church is essentially linked with its 
dead members. . Therefore its cen- 
tral act of worship necessarily af- 
fects their life. 

A CHRISTIAN funeral is ac- 
companied by celebration of the 
eucharist, the remembrance of 
Jesus’ death on the cross. The 

' preface is full of tenderness and 
divine certainty. 

It is the baptism of death along 
with Christ in which the baptism of 

Mer is completed. The other face 
of death — as the Church teaches — 
is purification. 

That is, the definitive, total con- 
version to God’s light which we have 
traditionally. called ‘“‘purgatory.”’ 
The doctrine of purgatory is an 
essential element in the belief of the 
Christian Church. 


THE WORD “purgatory” came 
into use during the Middle Ages and 
signifies the teaching of the Church 
that the person who dies in the state 
of grace but lacks full perfection 
cannot enjoy the vision of God until 

Ox apis corrected. The Church has 
never defined purgatory as a 

“place”? somewhere in the sky. 

Theologians today are inclined to 
explain it as a “‘process.’”’ Karl 
Rahner writes that since we have no 
information either from Scripture or 
from a detailed definition of the 
magisterium (Church)... “the word 
purgatory ought not to stand in the 
way of a better and more accurate 
term for that process.” 

While scripture contains many 
eum to the after-life for both 

~00d and the wicked, the only 
vest that might possibly refer to 
“purgatory” is found in II Mac- 
cabees 12:42-45 which tells us that it 
is holy and wholesome to pray for 
the dead ‘‘that they may be loosed 
from their sins.”’ 


THERE IS A purification for all 


those who died truly penitent in the 
love of the God before satisfying for 
their sins through worthy fruits of 
penance. 

How long does this purification 
last? All that comes after death 
takes place outside of time as we 
know it. We are unable to determine 
time and place. 

In former times, efforts were 
made to visualize this mystery as 
clearly as possible. In Germanic 
lands this time of purification was 
given a name which meant 
“purifying fire,” that is purgatory. 


IT WAS DEPICTED as a fire, a 
place, a certain length of time, with 
an angel calling the souls one by one 
like patients in a doctor’s waiting 
room. 

It is necessary today to return to 
the solemnity of Christian antiquity 
and consider the purfication of 
purgatory as connected with death. 

It cannot be considered as a 
separate entity, particularly since 
scripture speaks of it hardly at all. 
John Macquarrie states quite 
clearly on the question of ‘‘suf- 
fering” in purgatory: 

“THE KIND OF ‘suffering’ en- 
visaged in purgatory is not an ex- 
ternal penalty that has to be paid, 
but is our suffering with Christ, our 
being crucified with him as we are 
conformed to him, the painful 
surrender of the ego-centered self 
that the God-centered self of love 
may take its place.”’ 

It is not an externally inflicted 
pain, but the intrinsic pain in- 
separable from transfiguration, 
from sharing in the death and 
resurrection of Christ.

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Reflections on the 
‘Rite of Funerals’ 


By Father Warren Rouse, OFM 


The Second Vatican Council’s 
mandate to infuse liturgical renewal 
with a pastoral tone and concern is 
clearly reflected in the revised ‘‘Rite of 
Funerals” which was promulgated on 
June 1, 1970. 

According to the introduction, ‘‘The 
priest presides over the liturgical 
service and celebrates the Eucharist.’’ 
But he is not to be autocratic or dic- 
tatorial: ‘‘The priest should consider 
the various circumstances: and, in 
particular, the wishes of the family and 
the community.”’ 

SEVERAL conclusions flow from 
these two statements: 

Funeral rites are for the deceased as 
well as for the living, if not more so. It 
is the duty of the priest to conduct a 
service which will ‘‘strengthen the 


‘ hope of those present and foster their 


faith in the paschal mystery, and the 
resurrection of the dead.” 

To accomplish this, the priest should 
“as much as possible involve them in 
planning the funeral celebration and 
the.choice of options made available in 
the rite.”’ 

IN THE PROPER sense of the term, 
the priest is a sacred “‘actor.’’ He needs 
to view the new rite as his book of stage 
directions or guidelines which will 
require particularizations. 


For example, the bishops have 
directed that “‘if an individual prayer 
or other text is clearly not-appropriate 
to the circumstances of the deceased 
person, it is the responsibility of the 
priest to make the necessary adap- 
tion.” 

In our approach to funerals, we can 
learn from morticians who offer ““pre- 
need”’ arrangements. 


SINCE THE emotional stress 
surrounding a death often impedes 
effective catechesis, the People of God 
should have instruction about the new 
rite and its underlying theology 
through well-planned homilies each 
year. 

Finally, the former rite seemed to 
emphasize sorrow and fear to the 
detriment of Christian hope and joyful 
faith in eternal life. The new rite has 
corrected this lack of balance. 

But there is also a danger here. 


IF THE FUNERAL services over-do 
the ideas of joy and celebration, it is 
possible that the bereaved will be 
deprived of something that is 
psychologically 
theologically sound — the opportunity 
to mourn the passing of a loved one. 

The total effect of the funeral service 
should be to “lighten the burden of 
believers without offending those who 
mourn.”’ 


Diocesan burial 
guidelines 


The burial of Catholics 


In a Catholic cemetery: 


Catholics have the privilege of burial 
in a Catholic cemetery. The long- 
standing tradition and belief in the 
sacred dignity and future resurrection 
of the body and the desire of the 
Church to recognize in death the com- 
munity of the faith that existed in life 
strongly recommend this. 


_In another cemetery: 


(At present the following applies to those 
parishes within a twenty-fwe mile radius 


of the Catholic cemetery in San Diego.) 


The priest may provide the entire fun- 
eral liturgy for a Catholic being en- 
tombed or interred in a cemetery 
which is not Catholic only where there 
is a reasonable cause as determined 
by the pastor. 


In the case of military chaplains and 
other priests not associated with a 


parish, the priest may provide the en- 


tire funeral liturgy for the Catholic 
being entombed or interred in a 


cemetery which is not Catholic only 


where there is a reasonable cause as 
determined by the priest and with the 
approval of the San Diego Diocesan 
: ies for Apostolic Ministry. : 


The burial of non-Catholies 
Bya priest: 


_ Priests may provide the entire funeral 
_ liturgy or part of it for members of _ 
other churches. He may do this in the 


parish church, the funeral home, the 

_ family home and/or at the graveside 
__ when requested to do so by the family 
of the deceased. The eucharistic 
. celebration i is to take place only in ne 
church. 


By a minister: 

The Catholic cemetery may serve 

others of the community. The denomi- 

national clergymen of the area are to 

be invited to conduct the graveside 

service. The chapel of the cemetery 

will be available to them upon re- 
quest. There are no restrictions on the 
burial of those who are not Catholics 
in Catholic cemeteries. 


Protocol for visiting clergy 


When the priest is host: 


Clergymen of other faiths should be 
invited to wear their customary vest- 
ments when attending a funeral in 
Catholic churches. They should be 
seated in the sanctuary. It is advisable 
to invite the non-Catholic clergymanto 
speak at the vigil or wake rather than 
at the Mass (cf. Guidelines for the Dio- 
cese of San Diego on the Sharing of 
Spiritual Activity and Resources with 
Other Christians, page 4, No. 2, a).

The basic idea of social security is a 
simple one. During working years em- 
ployees, employers and self-employed 
persons pay social security contributions 
which are pooled in special trust funds. 
When the worker dies, monthly cash 
benefits are paid to replace part of the 
earnings the family has lost. 

To get monthly cash payments for your 
family in the case of your death, you must 
first have credit for a certain amount of 
work under social security. This credit may 
have been earned at any time after 1936. 


YOU WILL BE currently insured if you 
have social security credit for at least one 
and one-half years of work within the three 
years before you die. 

The amount of the monthly payments to 
your survivors depends on your average 
earnings. 

In most cases, where a person has worked 
long enough under social security, a lump- 
sum payment may also be made after his 
death. Cash benefits are figured from the 


DEPENDENTS eligible to receive 
monthly payments are unmarried children 
under 18, or between 18 and 22 if they are 
full-time students; unmarried children 18 or 
over who were severely disabled before they 
reached 18 years; a widow regardless of her 


~ age, if she is caring for a child under 18 or 


disabled. 


Also, a widow 60 years or older; a widow 
50 years or older who becomes disabled not 
later than 7 years after the death of her 
husband or the end of her benefits as a 
widow with a childin her care; a widower 62 
years or older and dependent parents, 62 
years or older after the worker dies. 


Children are considered dependent on 
both their mothers and fathers and may 
become eligible for benefits at the death of 
either parent. 


BENEFITS ALSO can be paid a depen- 
dent surviving divorced wife at any age if 
she is caring for her deceased former 
husband’s child under 18 or disabled child 
who is entitled to benefits. 

Payments may be made to -the widow, 


stepchild or dependent widower of a 
deceased worker if the marriage has lasted 
9 months or longer ; or in the case of death in 
the line of duty in the uniformed services; 
and in the case of accidental death if the 
marriage has lasted 3 months or longer, 
under special circumstances. 

When a person who has worked under the 
social security law dies, some member of 
his family should contact the local social 
security office. 


AN APPLICATION for a lump-sum death 
payment must usually be made within 2 
years of the person’s death. Long delay in 
filing for benefits can cause the loss of some 
benefits.” 

When you apply, take your own social 
security card or a record of your number 
and, if your claim is based on the earning of 
another person, his card or number. Aire 

You will need proof of your age, a birth or 
baptismal certificate made at or shortly 
after your birth. If you are applying for 
widow’s benefits, take your marriage 
certificate. If children are eligible, take 
their birth certificates. 


YOU WILL ALSO need your W-2 Form, — 


Wage and Tax Statement or a copy of your 
last federal income tax return. Proof that 
the applicant was being supported by the 
person insured is required before benefits 
can be paid. Proof of death is usually 
provided by a special form from the mor- 
tuary. 


If you apply for survivor payments and 
supply all the necessary information your 
claims should be processed in four to six 
weeks. 


There are special procedures for speeding — 
payments in these cases and the social 
security office will be glad to assist you. 


IN THE CASE of the death of a person 
insured under social security who has no 
dependents, a lump sum is available to pay 
the costs of funerals. : 


For information on benefits due to you, 
call or write to your social security office. 
The address of your local office will be in the 
telephone directory under Social Security 
Administration. 


How Veterans Administration benefits can work for you 


There are a number of benefits which may 
be claimed by widows or families of ser- 
vicemen. The Veterans Administration 
(VA) pamphlet, Benefits for Veterans and 
Their Dependents, gives the following in- 
formation on death benefits. 


) Burial expenses 


toward the burial expenses of any deceased 
veteran who served during WW I, WWII, the 


Korean War, Vietnam era or who served - 


between January 31, 1955, and August 5, 
1964, and received disability compensation 
at time of death or whose service separation 
resulted from disability incurred in line of 
duty. 


Burial flag 


An American flag may be issued to drape 


f@&e casket of a veteran of service after 
January 31, 1955. After the funeral service, 


’ 


the flag may be given to the next of kin or 
close friend or associate of the deceased. 
Flags are issued at any VA office and most 
local post offices. 


Education 


If you should die aS a result of service, the 


VA will pay up to $175 per month to help 


educate your wife or widow, and each son 


VA will pay an amount, not to exceed $250, 


and daughter, generally, but with some 
exceptions, beyond the secondary school 
level. 

These payments are usually provided for 
children between the ages of 18 and 26, and 
their marriage is not a bar for this benefit. 
Wives and children of servicemen who, for 
more than 90 days, have been missing in 
action, captured in line of duty by a hostile 
force or forcibly detained or interned in line 
of duty by a foreign government or power 
are also eligible for these educational 
benefits. 


Dependency, indemnity 
compensation (DIC) 


Payments are authorized for widows, 
unmarried children under 18 (as well as 
certain helpless children and those between 
18. and 23 if attending a VA-approved 
school), and certain parents of servicemen 
or veterans who die on or after January 1, 
1957, from: 

(a) a disease or injury incurred or 
aggravated in line of duty while on active 
duty or active duty for training; or 

(b) an injury incurred or aggravated in 
line of duty while on inactive duty training. 

The rate of payment is based on the 
veleran’s military pay grade at the time of 
his. death. ‘ 

__ The rate payable for a widow with one or 


more children is increased by $22 monthly A 


for each child. She may also be paid an 
additional $55 monthly if she is in need of 
regular aid and attendance. The amount for 
an eligible child depends on several factors, 
such as number of other children, school 
attendance, health and whether or not the 
widow has remarried. 


DIC payments for parents 


Rates to parents range from $10 to $100 
monthly, depending upon income and 
marital status. Payments are not made to 
parents living alone with income in excess of 
$2,600 per year or living with spouse and 
receiving combined annual income in ex- 
cess of $3,800. Parents may also be paid an 
additional $55 monthly if in need of regular 
aid and attendance. 


Non-service connected pensions 


VA’s death pension may be paid to eligible 
widows and children of veterans of the 
Vietnam era with 90 or more days’ service 
or who were separated from such service for 
a service-connected disability, who have 
died of causes not related to their service. 

Payments to widows range from $17 to $87 
monthly for a widow alone or from $42 to 
$104 for a widow with one child, plus $17 for 
each additional child. The amount payable 
is based on the widow’s income. There is an 
income limitation of $2,600 per year for a 
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widow alone, or $3,800 per year for a widow 
with one or more children. Income above 
these levels is a bar to payment of pension. 

A widow having a large estate may be 
ineligible at that time for death pension. 
Children of the veteran may be éligible for~ 
pension in their own right, subject to an 
income limitation of $2,000 per year and the 
size of their estates when the widow is found 
ineligible for any reason. Payment to one 
child is $42 per month, plus $17 for each 
additional child, with payments equally 
divided among all children. 

Widows or persons having custody of the 
veteran’s minor children should make 
inquiry at the nearest VA office following 
the death of a veteran of potentially eligible 
service. A widow eligible for pension, may 
receive an additional $55 monthly if she is in 
need of regular aid and attendance. 


Where to go for help 


For information or assistance in applying 
for veterans benefits write, call, or visit one 
of the offices listed. Veterans residing in 
foreign countries, except the Republic of the 
Philippines, should contact the nearest 
American Embassy or Consulate. Local 
representatives of the various veterans 
organizations and the Red Cross also have 
information and application forms 
available.

A Christian duty: ~ 
making a will | 


The refusal to face the fact of death is 


~ reflected in the large number of people who 


neglect to make wills. Court records show 
an average of 60 per cent of the population 
die without making a will. 

Many people believe that the law takes 
care of the distribution of property when 
there is no will, and this is true. 


BUT THIS MAY ALSO cause undue 
hardship to the relatives. The law is ar- 
bitrary when it comes to distributing 
property and, although close relatives will 
share in the estate, most often it is not in the 
ratio and proportions that may have been 
intended: It is also unwise to rely on joint 
ownership instead of a will. 

A will is your written direction of your 
wishes in regard to the disposal of your 
property at death. It does not give rights to 
any of that property during your lifetime. 


ANY ADULT OF sound mind can and 
should make a wili. Although:do-it-yourself 
forms are available, a lawyer should be 
called to supervise the execution and wit- 
nessing. 

Buying a form and filling in the blanks will 
not do the job. Even if a do-it-yourself will is 
perfectly legal, it may not work out the way 
you intended. 

Every will drawn up by a lawyer is tailor- 
made to each specific case. Taxes to be paid 
on the estate are often determined by the 
way the will is drawn up as lawyers have 
special tax training. 


QUITE APART from the distribution of 
property, a will is important because it 
provides the opportunity for you to name the 
person who will manage the estate for you — 
the executor. It will also record your choice 
of the person or persons to be guardian of 
any children, how and where you wish to be 
buried, any trusts or charitable gifts you 
may wish to make. 

With the help of a lawyer, estate taxes 
may be reduced or eliminated and, if 
payable, you may specify from which part 
of the estate payment is to be made. 

Your lawyer should know all the facts 
concerning your property. Make a note of all 
personal affairs to help him advise and 
assist you. Review and up-date this oN 
year. 


WHAT HE WILL need to know is your 
legal name, permanent address, addresses 
of other residences — if any — date and 
place of birth, social security number and 
date and place of your marriage. 

He must also be told where your marriage 
license may be found and the name of your 
wife and in the case of divorce or 
widowerhood, any previous wives. The 
names, addresses and ages of immediate 
relatives and the names and addresses of 
any other beneficiaries are also needed. 

All documents pertaining to legal tran- 
sactions must be shown to your lawyer. If 
you are the beneficiary under a trust or have 
created a trust; if you have the right to 
exercise a power of appointment under 
someone else’s will; if you are entitled to a 
pension, stock option or other employment 
benefit the lawyer must know. 


ALL INSURANCE and annuity policies, 


- with full particulars and income tax or gift- 


tax returns, must be listed with the name 
and address of your accountant, if you have 
one. 

Approximate values of real estate, 
mortgages, assets and debts must be in- 
cluded. Make a list of the names and ad- 
dresses of your employer, the persons you 
want to act as executors, trustees and 
guardians. 

Your estate may be left outright to one 
heir, or gifts made to several beneficiaries. 


What is left after gifts of money or property 


is called ‘“‘residuary estate’”’ and usually is 
given to the chief heir. 


IF THE PROPERTY is given outright to 
the heirs there is no need for a trust, but if 
you wish one person to have income from 
the property during his lifetime, and 
another to get the property later, you need a 
trust. 

In this case you need a trustee to ad- 


minister and pay the income or use it as 
necessary for specific purposes. 

Trusts are used for the protection of a 
beneficiary or a charity. They also can save 
taxes. Your lawyer can explain the fine 
points of estate planning to avoid excess 
taxation. 


GIFTS TO CHARITIES may be in cash, 
securities, real or personal property and 
may be made in trust or outright. If they are 
intended for a specific purpose, this must be 
stated in the will. 

Selection of an executor or trustee is 
important. An executor must be a person in 
whom you have confidence, with the ability 
and capacity to fulfill your wishes. An 
alternate choice should also be named, in 
case the chosen executor failed, for some 
reason or other, to be available when 
necessary. 


A member of the family or a close frient®* ie 


might be chosen fo act as co-trustee with a 
bank or trust company. Here again, an 
alternate should be named. 


BY YOUR WILL, you may appoint anyone 
as guardian of the property of a child under 
21 years of age, but a guardian of the person 
of the child must be the one best qualified to 
act as a parent to the child. A natural parent 
may not be named guardian.

At least two witnesses must sign your will IT 
in-your presence and in the presence of each gree 
other and witness your signature.

AFTER MAKING your will,

on your death and a court order will be 
necessary to find the will. The executor 
should always know where the will is. 
Federal estate taxes may be imposed on 


estates valued at over $60,000, but those of |

WHEN THE SURVIVING spouse is the 
outright beneficiary, half the value of the 
gross estate is deducted before the tax rate 
is applied.

Consoling the bereaved 


IT IS NOT NECESSARY to say a 
great deal to the bereaved. The most 
significant approach may be _ non- 

verbal. A firm shake of the hands of the 
survivors, a look into their eyes — will 
show that you care. 


Remember that the word consolation 
comes from the Latin, meaning ‘“‘to 
soothe, and give solace as from the 
touch of an accustomed hand.”’ By your 
presence, you affirm that they are not 
alone in their grief. 


Conversation should be natural. 
| Interest must be genuine and sincere. 
| A most important method of en- 


s 


couraging the mourner is by respon- 
sive listening and empathetic concern. 

IF POSSIBLE, let the sorrowing 
people talk. Many callers are worried 
about their ability to say the right 
words, when they should be more in- 
terested in giving an understanding ear 
to the mourner. 

The aim of any conversation should 


be not only to recall the past, but to help 


the bereaved adjust to the present. For 


the building of the temple of. 


tomorrow’s dreams on the grave of 
yesterday’s grief is evidence of the 
unquenchable spirit that fires the soul 
of man. 
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When you hear of the death of a 
friend, you should send a sympathy 
card at once or write a letter to the 


friends, condolence calls at the time of 
death should be confined to visits to a 
funeral home. 

If you send flowers, they should be 
addressed to the funeral home with the 
name of the deceased or to the nearest 
relative. 


ON THE CARD it is only necessary to 
write ‘With sympathy” or variations 
of the sentiment. If there is a notice 
requesting that no flowers be sent, it is 
wrong to send them. 

On the other hand, a few flowers sent 


What not 


SOME FEEL THAT they must offer 
deep philosophical and theological 
thoughts to mourners. More often than 
not, profound words are meaningless 
because they are not easily com- 
prehended at the moment of the critical 
loss of a beloved member of the family. 

Be cautious about using phrases that 
may be misunderstood. Implying that 
the death was ‘‘God’s will’ or telling a 
son or daughter when a parent has 
died, ‘Well, you were lucky to have 
him as long as you did,” does not 
always bring a healing balm at a time 
when the terrible separation appears 
irreparable. 

On the other hand, do not talk about 
every subject except the reason for 
your coming together — the.death of 
the person loved.

The friend in need 


from time to time after the funeral, are 
especially comforting in their 
assurance of continued sympathy. 

If the notice reads ‘Funeral 
Private’ only very intimate friends or 
those who receive a special message 
should attend. 


IT IS THE DUTY of all members of 
the family or friends to find out when 
the funeral is to take place and to go to 
it without any other notification. 

If the burial is within walking 
distance of the church, the general 
congregation may follow the family to 
the grave. Otherwise only the im- 
mediate family and closest friends are 
expected to attend.

_THE MOURNER wants and needs to 
talk about his loss and all that it means 
to him. 


One of the most important periods of 
adjustment occurs after the funeral is 
over and the house suddenly becomes 
lonely and desolate. 


This is another time for us to 
demonstrate that even though in- 
dividuals may die, family and friends 
still remain. People often need other 
people to help them return to the main 
stream of life. 


A FINAL WORD. Visiting following a 
death can be good for the visitor, too. 
Facing the fact of death can be im- 
portant in shaping the values one lives 
by. It provides a chance to prepare for 
the unavoidable.

If the deceased was a taxpayer, the 
executor, or the next of kin must file a 
final income tax report before the 15th 
day of the fourth month following the 
close of the taxpayer’s normal tax 
year. 

The return for a decedent may also 
serve as a Claim for refund of over-paid 
taxes. 

In this case, an additional form, 
“Statement of Claimant for Refund 
Due Deceased Taxpayer,” may be 
obtained from the local Internal 
Revenue office. This form, plus proof of 
death and W-2 forms or other evidence 
of taxes paid, should be attached to the 
final income tax report. 

The surviving spouse may file a joint 


return for the year of death and may be 
entitled to similar tax savings for the 
following two years. 

If the deceased was a dependent, the 
spouse is entitled to the full depen- 
dent’s exemption for the entire year. A 
child who lived only moments after 
birth qualifies for the full year’s 
dependency allowance. 

If the deceased was entitled to extra 
exemptions during life because of age 
or blindness, these extra exemptions 
are still applicable after death. 

It is suggested that the final tax 
report and possible claim of refund be 
discussed with a qualified public ac- 
countant, or with your local Internal 


Revenue office.

Monument or ground level marker? 


Most cemetery - officials 
hope for a trend away from 
monuments to ground level 
markers which are less 
expensive and make 
maintenance easier, ac- 
cording to Clarence E. 
Cason, superintendent of 
Holy Cross Cemetery. 

Cemetery monuments 
continue to be in demand 
however, and Holy Cross’ 


monument sections have 
presented a potpourri of 
headstones and figures. It is 
not unusual to see a small 
headstone next to a large 
monument the width of two 
graves. 

In the Resurrection sec- 
tion, the size of moriuments 
will be restricted to one 
grave width and not more 
than 30 inches high. 


About sending flowers or 
some other memorials _ 


Many persons wish to 
express their sympathy by 
sending flowers or some 
other memorial, in addition 
to extending their con- 
dolences in person. Others do 
this because they cannot be 
present at the visitation or 
service. 

Those 


who wish to 


demonstrate their feelings 
should be able to do it in the 
way they prefer. Flowers, 
for example, have a message 
all their own. They add

IT IS CONSIDERED 
proper for the family to 
suggest a certain memorial, 
but it should not be done in 
such a manner that any 
other form of: expression is 
excluded. 

An example of what to say 
is: 

In lieu of flowers, those

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Cremation: Church’s view 


The attitude of the Catholic 
Church toward the practice 
of cremation has undergone 
significant change in recent 
years. 


The Church was 
historically opposed to 
cremation, Father Thomas 
Prendergast, diocesan 
director of cemeteries, said 
in an interview, ‘‘not

because of doctrine but out of 
historical circumstances. 


“MANY CENTURIES 
back it was advocated by 
non-believers as a defiant 
manifestation of their 
disbelief in immortality and 
resurrection and an attempt 
to beat God to the judgment. 


“They believed that once 
the body was destroyed that 
was the end.”’ Cremation has 
no effect on the immortality 
of the soul nor. on 
resurrection of the body, but 
the Church’s opposition to 
cremation has been carried 
over because of what it 
implied to non-believers in 
the past. 


“Today the Church will 
grant permission for 
cremation in extraordinary 
circumstances,’”’ said Father 
Prendergast. ‘It requires 
assurance from the people 
concerned that they have a 
proper understanding of it 
and don’t accept cremation 
as an expression of the 
immortality of the soul.’ 


WHEN CREMATION is 
desired, a request must be 
made to the bishop with 
reasons for the choice. 
Personal request of the 
deceased person or extreme 
financial disability are usual 


factors involved. The in- 
cidence of certain diseases 
or the difficulty of trans- 
portation of the body over 
long distances are also 
considered. , 

The “Rite of Funerals” 
states in article 15: 
“Christian funeral rites are 
permitted for those who 
choose to have their bodies 
cremated unless it is shown 
that they have acted for 
reasons contrary to 
Christian principles.” 

It was not until the 19th 
century that — certain 
societies became active in 
promoting cremation. 


THE ANCIENT pagans 
either buried or cremated 
their deceased, but, from the 
earliest days, Christians 
opposed the latter practice. 

“Christians committed the 
bodies of their dead to the 
ground intact in burial 
places called coemeteria 
(meaning dormitories),’’ 
Father Warren Rouse, 
Answer Please! columnist in 
the Southern Cross, ex- 
plained. 


“The reverence given to 
the deceased and the honor 
given to cemeteries was 
based on the Christian belief 
in the resurrection. 


“NEARLY ALL peoples 
have regarded the disposal 
of bodies of the dead as a 
religious act,” Father Rouse 
continued. “Various means 
were used, but among the 
Egyptians and the Jews it 
was the custom to bury their 
dead. Christians followed 
this practice both because of 
their faith in the resurrection 


of the body and out of respect 
for the body as a member of 
Christ. 

“Obviously, cremation can 
in no way impair the hope of 
resurrection — but this 
manner of disposing of the 
mortal remains was. even- 
tually prohibited in view of 
the-erroneous negation of life 
after death. 

“Because of this situation, 
the (formerly called) Holy 
Office issued several con- 
demnations with regard to 
cremation. The Code of 
Canon Law also stated that 
‘cremation is reprobated. If 
a person has in any way 
ordered that his body be 
cremated, it is illicit to obey 


and if 


such instructions; 
such a provision occur in a 
contract, last testament, or 
in any document what- 
soever, it is to be 
disregarded.’ (Canon 1203) 

‘MOREOVER, among 
those who are to be deprived 
of ecclesiastical burial are 
‘those who gave orders that 
their body be cremated.’ 
(Canon 1240) 

“In recent years, however, 
permission for cremation is 
frequently granted, both 
because theological error is 
not involved and because 
ground-space is becoming 
more and more limited. The 
permission of the Bishop is to 
be sought for cremation.”

Question: 

Are we still supposed to say the ‘‘act 
of contrition’”’ after the priest gives us 
our penance in confession? 


The act of contrition — which can be 
said according to your own way if you 
do not prefer the memorized version 
— should be prayed before you enter 
the confessional. After you have 
received your penance, the priest 
says the following: 

(1) May almighty God have mercy 
on you, forgive you your sins and 


bring you to everlasting life. Amen. 


(2) May the almighty and merciful 
Lord grant you pardon, absolution 
and remission of your sins. Amen. 


(3) May our Lord Jesus Christ 


absolve you, and I by his authority ~ 


absolve you from your sins: in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Spirit. Amen. 


(4) May the passion of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the merits of the blessed 
Virgin Mary and the saints, and all 
the good you do and the suffering you 


endure, gain for you the remission of 
your sins, increase of grace, and the 
reward of everlasting life. Amen. 

The penitent, therefore, should 
reverently listen to these prayers and 
should respond, ‘‘Amen,” at the 
conclusion of each. 

Note, however, that the priest may 
omit 1, 2 and/or 4 if time and cir- 
cumstances make this necessary. In 
any event, please do not recite an act 
of contrition aloud, as it can be too 
confusing for the priest who is giving 
the absolution in English.

Is the Nobel Prize 


eb Lager 


truly for peace? 


The recent award of the 1973 
Nobel Peace Prize to Le Duc Tho 
of Vietnam and Henry Kissinger 
of the United States surprised 
many around the world. Two 
members of the Peace Prize 
committee resigned in protest. 
Tho and Kissinger brought 
‘‘peace’’ by negotiation, 
representing contending powers. 
But is this sufficient to win the 
award? A review of the history of 
the Nobel Peace Prize is 
enlightening in this connection. 


Peace, said Pope John XXIII, is a 
blessing greater than any other for 
the human family, and an anguished 
cry for peace arises in the world. 

The awarding of Nobel Peace 
Prizes dramatizes both the constant 
hope for peace and the illusiveness of 
the blessing. 


NOBEL PEACE Prizes, given this 
year to Henry Kissinger and Le Duc 
Tho for negotiating the Vietnam 
cease-fire, are basically 
humanitarian in nature. They were 
established, along with others in the 
sciences and literature, by Alfred 
Nobel, a Scandinavian who invented 
dynamite. 

But across the years since the first 
peace laureates were announced in 
1901, a strong religious thread can be 
seen in the quest for peace symbolized 
by the prize. 

Dr. Kissinger, the current U. S. 
Secretary of State, and Tho, a North 
Vietnamese diplomat, bring to 57 the 
number of individuals singled out for 
special recognition. 


OF THAT TOTAL, seven have had 
primary identities in religion. The 
most recent of these are the late Dr. 

.Martin Luther King, Jr., the black 
Baptist from the U. S. who was the 
1964 laureate, and Father Georges H. 
Pire, the Belgian priest honored in 
1958. 

Others have maintained strong 
religious ties and contributed to the 
course of religious commitment to 
peace. 

In addition, two Quaker 
organizations, the Friends Service 
Council of Britain and the American 
Friends Service Committee, are 
among 9 organizations that have 
received one or more of the prizes in 
the 55 years they have been awarded. 
The prize has been omitted in 17 of the 
past 72 years. It has been shared, by 
individuals or organizations, 15 times. 


NORMAN ANGELL, the British 
peace educator who won in 1933, 
believes that politicians and 
statesmen, who are most often chosen 
as peace laureates, can learn a 
lasting lesson on peace from theology 
and the ecumenical spirit. 

“Theological tolerance has reached 
a point where it is possible for a 
Protestant archbishop to visit the 


Pope and have a friendly talk with 
him about their common problems,” 
Angell wrote in the foreword to a 
book on the Nobel Peace Prize. ‘“‘What 
we have managed in the theological 
field we must somehow transfer to 
politics,” he added. 


FOR ABOUT THE first 20 years of 
the peace prize, most winners were 
Europeans involved in organized 
attempts to establish political 
stability on the continent. Some, like 
Nobel, were antagonistic to religion, 
feeling that Christian divisions did 
more to harm than help the chances of 
international peace. 

One of the more colorful early 
laureates, a close friend of Nobel, was 
Baroness Bertha von Suttner of 
Austria. She is one of three women to 
receive the prize. The other two are 
Americans, Jane Addams in 1931 and 
Emily Balch-in 1946, both leaders in 
the Women’s International League for 
Peace and Freedom. 

Many winners, like Miss Addams, 
have wanted to prevent all war; 
others, such as one of two first 
laureates, Jean Dunant, founder of 
the Red Cross, have been more in- 
clined to provide humanitarian 
service in times of conflict. 


PRIOR TO 1930, only four 
Americans received the prize. They 
were Presidents Theodore Roosevelt 
(1906) and Woodrow Wilson (1919) 
and Secretaries of State Elihu Root 
(1912) and Frank B. Kellogg (1929). 

While President Wilson, honored for 
his work on behalf of the League of 
Nations, was virtually a theologian, it 
was not until 1930 that a person 
publicly known as a churchman was 
selected. He was Lutheran Arch- 
bishop Nathan Sonderblom, an 
early ecumenist, the clergyman who 
presided at the funeral of Alfred 
Nobel. 

In 1946, another ecumenist, Dr. 
John R. Mott, an American 
Methodist, was cited, along with Miss 
Balch, a Quaker with a Unitarian 
background. 


DR. MOTT, 81 at the time of his 
selection, was a founder of the World 
Student Christian Federation and a 
major figure in the YMCA. 

The next year, 1947, the Friends 
Service Council and the American 
Friends Service Committee received 
the prize for the ‘promotion of 
brotherhood among nations.” 

Dr. Ralph Bunche, the late 
associate secretary general of the 
United Nations who was well-known 
in the world’s religious communities, 
became the first black to win the prize 
in 1950. He was honored for peace 
keeping efforts in the Middle East. 
Dr. King was singled out for civil 
rights leadership in the U. S. 


THE. NOBEL PRIZE committee, 
made up of five members of the 
Norwegian Parliament, chose Dr. 
Albert Schweitzer in 1952. The world

famous theologian, physician, 
organist and missionary in Gabon 
was considered an unusual choice in 
some circles, not because he was 
undeserving of acclaim but because 
he was not identified with peace 
movements. The basis of the selection 
was his philosophy of ‘‘reverence for 
life.”’ 

Father Pire, who died in 1969, was 
selected in 1958 for a lifetime of 
ministry to refugees. He was a hero to 
the Belgian people because of his anti- 
Nazi activities. The Dominican priest 
continued an active role in the in- 
ternational peace 
throughout his life. 

Founder of the Europe of the Heart 


movement 


organization that settled displaced 


persons from World War II, he saw 
the prize as incentive to do still more 
work on behalf of the homeless. 


PHILIP J. Noel-Baker, a militant 
Quaker pacifist, and member of 
Britain’s Parliament, accepted the 
1959 Nobel Prize by declaring, ‘“War 
is a damnable, filthy thing and has 
destroyed _ civilization | after 
civilization — that is the essence of 
my beliefs. If the opinion of the people 
could only be mobilized into an active 
movement I believe we could have 
disarmament in a week. This is an 
award to a cause — the cause of in- 
ternational disarmament.” 


The late U‘N. general secretary 
Dag Hammarskjold of Sweden was 
laureate for 1961. After his tragic 
death in that year, his writing 
disclosed him to be a man of deep 
spirituality. A Lutheran by 


background, his mystical posthumous 
book Markings has emerged as a 
major text for theological in- 
terpretation..: 


TWO NORTH AMERICAN winners 
with strong religious ties were the late 
U. S. Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
the 1945 laureate, and former 
Canadian Prime Minister Lester 
Pearson, who died in 1972.. Both came 
from Methodist backgrounds. 

Hull, a native of Tennessee, died in 
1955. He is remembered as_ the 
“father of the United Nations.”’ 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt said 
he was ‘‘the one person in all the 
world who has done the most to make 
this great plan for peace (the U.N.) an 
effective fact.” 

Pearson was honored for his suc- 


- cessful work in negotiating an end to 


the Suez Canal crisis in 1956. 


MANY RELIGIOUS figures — 
Popes, pastors, theologians and 
members of the laity — have been 
nominated for Nobel Peace Prizes. 

One frequent nominee in recent 


-years is Catholic Archbishop Helder 


Pessoa Camara of Olinda and Recife, 
Brazil. Some had considered him the 
most likely choice in 1973. 

The peace prize is 72 years old. It 
and all the other incentives for peace 
have not yet established the blessing. 
The prize, with all the controversy it 
can evoke, stands as a reminder of the 
words of St. Bernardine: 


“SO NEEDED A THING it is, this 
peace. Even its name — peace — 
leaves a sweetness on the lips.”

No taxation on 
site of martyrdom 


ALBANY, N.Y. (NC) — A 
recent court decision to 
exempt a Jesuit shrine from 
taxation came on Oct. 19, the 
feast day af the Jesuit 
martyrs to whom the shrine 
is dedicated. 

The decision by the New 
York State Court of Appeals 
(the state’s highest court) 
was “‘preternatural to say 
the least,’’ said Jesuit 
Father Thomas’ Egan, 
director of the shrine at 
Auriesville, N.Y. 


“THE MARTYRS used 
their intercessory powers,”’ 
Father Egan said. ‘‘I take it 
as a sign from them that they 
have a message _ for 
American Catholic people 


today.” 
The shrine, located in 
upstate New York, is 


situated where St. Isaac 
Jogues and other early 
American missionaries were 
tomahawked to death by 
Indians in 1646. 

“It was a relief to all of 
us,’’ Father Egan said. ‘“‘The 
Jesuits at Auriesville want to 
be good citizens and 
cooperate with the com- 
munity. But we feel we can 
do that much better by 
developing the shrine than 
by being forced to close it.”

Film on Rome 
massacre seen 
as ‘distortion’ 


ROME (NC) — A noted 
Church historian has 
challenged claims by an 
American Jewish author, 
Robert Katz, that Pope Pius 
XII had been informed 
beforehand of the Nazi 
massacre of 335 Italians in 
Rome during World War II 
and did nothing to stop it. 

Jesuit Father Robert 
Graham, an American who 
as been working with 
Vatican, U.S., and German 
archives for several years 
and who is a specialist in the 
wartime work of Pope Pius 
XII, challenged Katz in 
connection with the release 
of a new movie starring 
Richard Burton and Mar- 
cello Mastroianni. Father 
Graham said. the movie, 
Massacre in Rome, is a total 
distortion of history. 


THE FILM classified PG 
(parental guidance 
suggested) opened in New 
York Oct. 24. It is based on 
the book Death in Rome, by 
Katz, who also helped write 
the screenplay. 

The massacre is an 
historical fact. The Germans 
in wartime Rome killed 335 
Italians, selected totally at 
random in reprisal for the 
Italian partisans killing of 33 
SS soldiers. 

What Father Graham is 
furious about is that, as he 
puts it, “Pius XII remains as 
the only bad man as the film 
ends. They (the Germans, 
Nazis and Italian Fascists) 
are all innocent except the 
Pope.” 


‘THE VATICAN daily, 
L’Osservatore Romano, 
commenting on the film, said 
it is ‘‘unhistorical.’’ The 
paper also criticized the 
suggestion, made by some of 
the anti-Church press in 
Italy, that the movie be used 
in schools as an historical 
document.
